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THE WISDOM OF THE KAsT. 

Tho subject of ‘Tho Dorivation of tho 
Ethica of Buddhism ’ wos investigated and 
carefully discugsed at tho firat meeting for 
tho new year of the Victoria Instituto of 
London, England ; its consideration being 
introduced in tho briof papur, the author of. 
which called attention to tha frequency 
with which moral precepts, often similar to 
those in Holy writ, were quoted aa from 
Buddhist writings, this boing very often dona 
by Theosophists and others who sought to 
minimise tha valna of the Obriatian Scrip- 
teres, The question thereupon arose, 
Were these procepte to be foand in tho 
ier Buddhist writings, and, if nob 
original, whonco were thoy derived? A 
carofal examinntion of the Baddhist writ. 
ings, and of the Old Tostament, »showed 
that ovory valuable moral precopt inowlcatad 
by Baddba or his followora was freoly 
taught by Moses and tho Prophets con- 
turies befora Buddha exiated ; and this was 
soercely to be wondered at, considering tha 
light which had beon thrown of late on tho 
extent to which nations‘in oarlier days held 
jntorcomumunication.
